BUDGET PROBLEM. 


From “Tae Tiwrs”’ CORRESPONDENT. 


ATHENS, Monday. 

The Greek Government’s reply to the 
British Minister’s action last Saturday 
has been drafted. and will probably be 
delivered to-morrow. 

Meanwhile M. Michalakopoulos, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, had an 
opportunity during his meeting with Mr. 

amsay, the British Minister, to express 
the Government’s point of view about the 
service of the foreign loans. 

M. Michalakopoulos explained that the 
Greek delay in formulating proposals for 
a compromise to the foreign bondholders 
was due to the fact that the Government 
was busy trying to rearrange its Budget 
on the basis of the economic situation 
which has arisen as the result of its 
abandonment of the gold standard. Pro- 
fessor Varvaressos. the Minister of 
Finance, was now drawing up the Budget 
and considering the limits within which 
Greece could propose a compromise. The 
Government was prepared to accept the 
ruling of any unbiassed expert who might 
be sent to Greece to examine the economic 
situation, and decide what was her 
capacity for payment and her obliga- 
tions to the bondholders, The Govern- 
ment’s notification to the International 
Financial Commission to suspend the 
transfer of the exchange requisite for the 
service of the foreign loans was due to 
the fact that such transfer would have 
had an adverse effect on the present 
financial situation. 

It is stated that Greece is awaiting the 
result of the Lausanne Cunference and of 
further negotiations with the bondholders.

Portland stone has the

cally peels off, leaving the surface of the 
stone unharmed and looking as if it had been 
freshly washed. 

The Isle of Portland, once really an island, 
is now no longer one, but forms a peninsula, 
joined to the mainland by a , harrow 
neck of agis over which the t railway 
carries the stone to the mainland. natives 
of the island alone have the right to quarry 
the stone; a right which they guard most 
jealously, no one being allowed to work the 
quarries except a native or a “ kimberlin ”’ 
from the mainland, who has “' nationalised ” 
himself by marridge with the daughter of a 
native-born quarryman. “ kimberling ”' 
ordinarily are only allowed on the island for 
the purpose of dressing the stone, and, 
although tolerated, are not encouraged to 
mingle in the social life of the island. The 
land is divided into stips of land belonging 
to a family or group of families. Each strip 
is called a “paddock” or “ lawn,’ and the 
owner of a strip or of a share in a strip can 
divide his portion among his children; thus, 
an “ heiress " can make over her heritage to 
a “ kimberlin ” if she should marry one.

observation. Thus a print showing the 
southern end of the iron age , eanth- 
works on Walton Common provided the 
first direct proof ‘of the actual porpose of 
the earthworks, and upset earlier suppositions 
that they were relics of an even older civili- 
sation. Archmologists had surmised that the 
earthworks were the remains of an ancient 
sacred ce, dating far back in neolithic 
times, but the aeroplane eye discovered a 
faint cross hatch of lines over most of the 
area.

Tales of adventure recalling Ballantyne and 
Mayne Reid are related by Captain Walter 
Summers, who has returned after living for 
five months among savages—there are some 
left—in Africa, and journeying over 11,000 
miles, often in country that no white man 
had before penetrated.

When the party arrived the witch doctor 
was at work. The boy had been smeared all 
over with grey paint, The tribe was wailing 
in unison and had given up hope. ‘Then the 
white man came. 

In the party was Mr. Arthur Wood, once 
a medical student. He produced a clinical 
thermometer and stuck it under the boys 
tongue. Great magic! 

A few aspirins and a little quinine reduced 
the temperature, and in two days the boy 
was as fit as the proverbial fiddle. Mr. Wood 
and Captain Summers were made chiefs on 
the spot. 


AMAZEMENT AND AWE, 

The talkie apparatus was a source of un:

Referring to trade competition, he said 
that they could not protest against being 
under solid, that would be ridiculous. After 
touching on the attack on the co-operative 
loaf, he said that if renewed attacks came 
upon a number of fronts—and a milk war 
was already. bruited—their usual dividend 
would often prevent them from meeting 
effectively this intensified competition. There- 
fore, he would suggest, for the better im- 
mediate service of the needy, for the greater 
competitive efficiency of their movement, and 
as a sound business proposition, that they 
begin systematically to revise their dividend 
rates downward. Elsewhere, devotion to 
dividend was avoided and discouraged. as a 
serious bar to progress. 


SOME DRAWBACKS. 


Could they not rest that hard-worked con- 
cern, “the Co-operative Commonwealth.’ 
Their present determination to maintain 
existing distinctions and divisions within the 
movement, and their tendency to rest con- 
tent whenever some degree of comfort had 
been achieved kept that millennium remotely 
distant. They were more enthusiastic as a 
rule in the cause of others than on their 
own behalf. The average co-operative general 
meeting would resist quite  strenously 
attempts at rationalising the business of their 
society that might mean dismissals of staff, 
even though the members present might be 
largely unemployed * Ruel sabe Thus the 
managemeut was burdened with a rate of 
expenses that could’ not, like that of its com- 
petitors, be accommodated to falling prices, 
and which was aggravated in dull times by 
a steadily imcreasing average age and pay 
rate of the employés. 

An with: trading results, he said that, 
expressed on a common basis, the share 
capital per member had in 1930 recovered to 
the extent of 86.72 per cent. of the 1913 
total, but the average purchase per member 
to the extent only of 73.94 per cent. The 
trend of these figures suggested that a 
saturation point might be approaching, that 
they neared or had reached their peak limit ; 
that their initiative was failing: ile that 
was obviously utterly untrue of many 
societies, the aggregate figures remained.

A RETREAT OF QUIET. 
e& 


By a CORRESPONDENT. 

We turned, one hot summer's day, out of 
the noisy street into a little dark entry, 
faintly reminiscent of a Scots’ “' wynd, ' 
where an old house, hoary with age, drowsed 
away the years among the shadows. 

Beyond lay the garden bathed in sunshine. 

Pictur it, if you can, that garden, where 
between smooth-shaven lawns and trim 
flower-bord@ed paths, a river runs, cool and 
placid, carrying on its bosom the reflection 
of a million points of fire from the nastur- 
tiums lining the banks; slipping serenely by. 
Past tall old timbered houses, with over- 
hanging windows, through picturesque vil- 
lages, and meadows where cattle stand knee- 
deep in the shallows, down to the sea. 

Seven hundred years ago a little band of 
Franciscan Friars came to this spot and 
built a monastery. The monks have vanished, 
but yet some of their work remains. 

This is a grey stone house, built on pointed 
arches over the river, which has known many 
vicissitudes, having been, in turn, part of a 
dwelling- house, a school, and a store-house. 
Now, through the beneficenc® of a sometime 
mayor of the city, it and the surrounding 
garden have been ‘restored to something of 
their pristine beauty. 

It was cool and dim inside, after the sun- 
shine of the garden. We wrote our names 
in the visitors’ book, and climbed the narrow 
stairs to the little upper chamber, where are 
ores be: some few interesting relics which 

ave been found from time to time. We 
looked out through the leaded window-panes 
on to the river, and listened to the murmur 
of its voice as it lapped gently round the 
arches. What stories it might tell us had 
we but ears to listen. 

We talked to the custodian, who was also 
the gardener, and lived in the old house at 
the entry. 

She showed ug where the foundations of 
the main buildings of the monastery have 


different parts. There are also fragments 
of the old boundary walls still standing, and 
part of an archway in the garden. 

It is a place to dream in so quiet and still 
is it} it is difficult to realise thatyonly a 
short distance away the busy world is hurry- 
ing by. 

n the garden one hears only the sound of 
the river, the voices of the birds Saint 
Francis loved: the drone of the bees at work 
among the flowers. 

it is growing late; for floating over the 
city, sweet and faint yy cathedral! 
tower, a bell rings out id kéah of Parting

A LTHOUGH the Hollywood invasion con- 
a few intelligent films in London. 


The Academy Cinema in Oxford street is | 


acquiring the same kind of reputation which 
was form possessed by the Shaftesbury 
Avenue Pavilion, At the Rialto, in Coventry 
street, one can usually find the latest French 
film, and the Marble Arch Pavilion can be 
relied upon to select the most noteworthy 
of the current releases. 

“ Kameradschait’’ at the Academy has 
received an aimost unprecedented unanimity 
of praise from the critics. It is a talkie in 
French and German by G. W. Pabst. As 
always, Pabst has aimed at the uttermost 
realism, and, as usual, he has*attained it. 
One forgets that one is ‘watching a film. The 
camera work (by the doyen of cameramen, 
Fritz Arno Wagner) and the settings pass 
unnoticed by reason of their very perfection. 
The actors are not thought of as playing a 
part. A single mistake, of the kind that 
Hollywood makes about three times a minute, 
would shatter the illusion. But there is no 
mistake. 

Unfortunately, the film has one grave 
defect. It is a talkie, and there is too much 
talk. Its incomprehensibility is a minor point 
(English sub-titles have been superimposed 
where necessary). A much worse result is 
the inevitable lengthening of scenes, which 
causes & decided slowing of tempo, and, there- 
fore, a marked loss of vividness. Still, the 
ears part of the film is silent, and here

THE SOUND-FILM. 


The film at the Marble Arch Cinema is not 

a talkie, but a sound-film, The sound-film 1s, 
undoubtedly, the film form of the future, al- 
though in the backwaters oí Hollywood ‘and 
Elstree the talkie may linger on for years. 
The sound- film uses every resource of music 
and “ effects,” and bars only intelligible 
speech, The film in question was originally 
called ‘‘No Man’s Land,” but, in ae 
cordance with the usual imbecile custom of 
the film trade, the title has been changed to 
“War is Hell.” The scenario and direction 
are hy Victor Trivas, whom no one has ever 
heard of before. ® cameramen and the 
rest of the production unit are equally un- 
known, 

It. would be easy to make out a long tale 
of faults in this film. The rhythm 1s ragged. 
the continuity chaotic, the thematic material 
is ig oye and the whole film is al- 
most fatally redundant. But all this mat- 
ters little, and is mostly the result of in 
experience. The great thing is that Herr 
Trivas has set to work the mght way. Like 
René Clair in France, and Alexander 
Dovjenko in. Russia, he has directed from 
his own scenario—that is to say, he has 
thought of his theme, from the very begin- 
ning, in terms of pictures. As a result, his 
ay in spite of its abundant technical faults,

i“ its merits and its defects it is re- 
miniscent of the work of Alexander Dovjenko. 
Herr Trivas, evidently, has the cinematic 
eye, and, if he succeeds in restraining his 
tendency to redundance and. correcting his 
continuity, his next film may do fox tragedy 
what ' Le Million”’ did for comedy.

It is ornamented’ with 
an interlacing pattern, resembling that 
which characterises many ivory. carvings 
and the metal chasing of the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries, It is. considered pro- 
bable that some Musgrave crusader 
brought it home to England, where, 
because of its surpassing beauty, mystical 
powers were in course of time assigned to 
it. In fairy lore it is not unusual, of 
course, to find some drinking vessel be- 
witched in such a manner. 


Al Celestial Omen. 


The unusual’ astronomical phenomenon 
which manifested. itself in the midnight 
sky last week, whén the planet Venus 
was seen within a degree of the crescent 
moon, has prompted a friend of mine io 
an entertaining recollection.

Sin,—It has’ struck me that very few 
people have really grasped the seriousness of 
the situation created by thé recent package 
tax, and indeed | am forced to the conclusion 
that it was: hastily imposed, and did not 
receive fromi the Cabinet the full and mature 
consideration which a. measure of such 
a drastic nature requires. It is so sweeping 
vt its extent that many hundreds of neces- 
sary articles of food and drink are so in- 
creased in price that most of them will now 
be but a memory to the average housewife ; 
and—worst of ail--the poor are: called upon 
to make the greatest sacrifice: . 

Let me give one or two examples to illus- 
trate my case. Bovril, -which—apart from its 
British connections—is a very nourishisig arid 
necessary article, will now bear a tax of 2d. 
ou my }-0z. and 1-oz.. bottle, previously 
sold at 54d. and .7}$d, respectively, these being 
the sizes most. popular with the ‘poorer 
classes. by some strange method of 
caleulation, the 16-o2.,.or 6s. 2d., bottle only 
bears the. same 2d. tax. Therefore, the 
people least able to,afford it are called upon 
to pay pro rata 5s. 4d. tax for 16-ogs. of 
this product, whereas their wealthier brothers 
only pay 2d. :

THE GATE THEATRE’S WORK. 


A.REVIEW OF THE PAST SEASON. 


From A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


HE ‘season at the Gate Theatre, which 
has just closed, has been most interest- 
ing and successful. 

The Gate has hed, and still has, many 
obstacles to ‘fight against. From the point of 
view of attracting the casual playgoer, the 
chief of these is its position. How different 
fifty yards south of the Parnell statue would 
be. from fifty yards worth. It is obvious, 
however, that. when Dublin really makes up 
its mind that there is something worth while 
to be seen at the Gate this objection counts 
for very little, as was shown by the large 
numbers turned away from ‘“ Berkeley 


sor 

ut far more insidious and difficult to deal 
with is that kind of obstacle which a certain 
type of person creates in his own mind, and 
enlarges upon to the hindrance of others. 1 
refer to the use of such expressions as ' A 
Gate type of play ” and “the Gate is always 
so fearfully highbrow.”’ It is thoughtless and 
meaningless expressions like these that tend 
to hinder an undertaking in its initial stages 
and prevent it from reaping its due measure 
of reward. That such expressions are thought. 
less abd. meaningless a brief review of the 
clusing season will show. 


AN OUTSTANDING SUCCESS. 

The last production, ‘“‘Carmilla,” is the 
eighteenth since the season opened in August 
last. It is always ditiicult to fit an arbitrary 
label to a play, but these eighteen can be 
grouped roughly under the headings ol 
tragedy, comedy, and plays dealing with the 
supernatural, n the first section, tragedy, 
““HamjJet " stands in a class by itself. ‘This 
was a most outstanding success—all the more 
remarkable because of the contemporary 
counter-attraction of the visit of a veteran 
Shakespearean at another theatre. This suc- 
cess must be accounted a great rsonal 
triumph to Micheal MacLiammoir, assisted by 
the “ slickness’"’ of Hilton Edwards’ produc- 
tion, which earried the audience on a stream 
of ‘unflagging interest and gave them no 
chance to drift into a backwater of boredom. 

Next there were three historical tragedies — 
** Tsar Paul,” ‘‘ Jew Siiss,’’ and ‘‘ The Arch- 
dupe.”” . The first of these was a revival, and 
enabled Hilton Edwards to repeat his success 
as the mad Tsar. . ‘‘ Jew Súss, from the 
box office standpoint, was the greatest success 
of the séason, as ‘t had the longest run; 
but ‘it was by no means the best play. Its 
success was due chiefly to the vogue enjoyed 
by the novel a few months previously; but 
it ‘would be churlish ‘to withhold much of 
the credit from the exceedingly fine perform- 
ance of Orson Welles, a very young American 
actor, in the part of Karl Alexander. “' The 
Archdupe,’’-on the other hand, did not make 
a great appeal, chiefly because the author's 
anxiety to maintain historical accuracy en- 
tailed a verbosity which clogged the wheels 
of the action and made them creak. 


THE COMEDY SECTION. 


In ‘the comedy section we had an exenrsion 
starting from the London of Oscar Wilde, 
through the Russia of Gogol and the France 
of Pagnol, to the ancient Greece and Rome

“ FIVE STAR FINAL" AT 
THE SAVOY. 


By Our CINEMA CORRFSPONDENT. 

Films of American newspaper life are now 
so familiar that something out of the 
ordinary is needed to rivet the popular atten- 
tion to any such story. “ Five Star Final,” 
which is the principal item in the programme 
at the Savoy, Dublin, this week, is a story 
of American newspaper life, in which realism 
is carried almost to the point of brutality, 
and which hammers home its point with 
directness that concedes nothing to senti- 
ment. 

The author of the play from which the 
film has been made, Louis Weitzenkorn, was 
for some time in control of ene of those 


‘‘tabloid’”’ newspapers which he pillories so | 


ruthlessly in ‘* Five Star Final,” and he has 
used his knowledge of people and methods 
with bitterness and unerring skill. His 
dialogue is so capably selected that it seems 
actual; it strikes directly by its very raw- 
ness, and is accepted without demur as the 
truth. It was one of the sensations of the 
New York stage, and shocked London when 
it was staged there as “ Late Night Final ”; 
it will sear itself upon the mind of everyone 
who sees it on the screen, because it is un- 
doubtedly the most unflinchingly scathing 
melodrama that has yet been offered by a 
film. : 

It may be that Irish audiences will turn 
from its realism in loathing; they may be 
horrified by the depravity which is revealed. 
The terrific force of it, however, makes it a 
film that must be seen—and certainly will 
be remembered. 


“ LAND OF THE FREE.” 
“Five Star Final” will do more to enable

BELFAST, Monday. 

ISE subject of greatest public interest 

to be discussed by our Northern 
legislators this week is, perhaps, the 
Rent Restrictions Bill, which is at present 
passing through its final stages in the 
Senate. Several important amendments 
will be submitted when the Senate meets 
to-morrow, with the object of protecting 
the tenants as far as possible, and these 
will be proposed by Mr. T. J. Campbell. 
K.C., and Mr. J. G. Leslie, both of whom 
are expert in legal matters, while the 
Government has tabled an amendment 


seeking to improve the form of notice to 
increase rent. 

All sections in the House agree that the 
measure is a step in the right direction, 
even although the Parliamentary Commit- 
tee of Inquiry’s recommendation to re- 
impose control on decontrolled houses. to 
prevent exhorbitant rents, was rejected 
hy the Government. 


ENTERPRISING PORTRUSH. 


The good people of Portrush are 
anxious that their beautiful watering- 
place shall be brought into more con- 
venient communication with Scotland, on 
much the same lines as existed before the 
Great War. In the old days there were 
eross-Channel services between Portrush 
and Ardrossan, but these were discon- 
tinued. for obvious. reasons, and visitors 
had to travel via Belfast. Efforts have 
been made from time to time to have the 
old route restored, but so far without suc- 
cess, and a committee has been appointed 
to see what can be done in that direction. 

Meetings have been held at which ways 
and means have been discussed, and mat- 
ters seem to be progressing satisfactorily 
from the committee’s point of view. 
Several boats have at sí been offered 
for the service, two of which seem to be 
suitable for the purpose. One of these, 
capable of carrying 350 passengers, can 
be purchased for £3,500, while the other, 
with a capacity for 550 passengers, may 
be had for £7,500. The bigger boat is 
preferred, as half of the purchase price 
can be carried over a period, and the 
committee has decided to obtain expert 
advice on the subject. Portrush is de- 
termined to obtain its full share of Scot- 
tish tourists, and its efforts to attract 
them show the right spirit. 


NORTH AND SOUTH. 


The political situation in Northern 
Ireland, as compared with conditions in 
the Free State, may be summed up in the 
words of Mr. J. M. Andrews, Minister of 
Labour, who, addressing a Unionist meet- 


ing during the week-end, said that the 


province was never in so strong or so 
secure a position as at the present time. 
It was, he said, recognised throughout the 
whole of the Empire that Northern Ireland 
was part of the United Kingdom, and that 
nothing could move it from that position. 
Mr. Andrews went on to say that they had 
their own Parliament and control over 
purely local services, while they main- 


tained their representation at  West- 
minster, so that their imp ial rights and 


- 


privileges remained unimpaired. That, in 
a nutshell, gives the Northerner’s ideal 

In referring to the Free State, Mr. 
Andrews expressed the feelings of the 
Northern community generally when he 
said he regretted that matters in the South 
were so unsettled and unsatisfactory. He

ARMAGA, Monday. 
NDER the auspices of the Dublin 
Diocesan moration Committee 
several trains brought hundreds of 
visitors from Dublin to Armagh to-day, 
where parties were conducted to the Ea 
centres, including the Palace, the rva- 
tory and the Library. A large party also 
was conducted to the Navan Fort. 

Two short Services were held in the 
Cathedral, when addresses were given by the 
Very Rev. Dean Fishborne. The Dean said 
that among 
dealt with the early history of Armagh there 
was complete unanimity in ascribing the 
foundation of both the city and Cathedra) to 
St. Patrick. He was their Patron Saint, and 
his arrival in Ireland, which was usmally as- 
signed to the year 432, marked the beginning 
of a great missionary campaign for the con- 
version of its inhabitants to Christianity. 
After founding churches in various parts of 
the country he came to Armagh, where, in 
445, or, as some think, 444, he founded the 
church which was destined to become supreme 
in the ecclesiastical polity of the kingdom. 
During the early years of its prosperity the 
remote situation of their island had preserved 
Armagh from the predatory incursions of 
those Northern wilh, who were at that 
time ravaging the rest of Europe. 


CALAMITITES. 

Thus Ireland became in those troubled 
times a refuge of Christian culture and a 
home of peaceful progress, attracting to its 
shores many students from Britain and 
Western Europe, but its remote situation did 
not long continue to afford it protection, and 
monastic annals recorded for them, as in a 
diary of calamities which befel the city and 
its churches from the ninth century onwards. 
A few of these were: In 1365 and during the 
century which followed the Church suffered 
much from wars and ill-usage. In 1428 the 
church needed further repairs after a fire, 
which was reported to be accidental 

In 1566, in Queen Elizabeth's reign, during 
the rebellion of Shane O'Neill, the ‘church 
was used as a fortress, and in 1612 the 
church remained in a semi-ruined condition 
until Primate Hampton had it repaired, and 
in 1642 the church was again burned by Sir 
Phelim O'Neill, and repaired by Archbishop 
Margetson during his Primacy in 1663-78. 

Having given a sketch of the building, the 
Dean described the principal objects of in- 
terest in the Cathedral. 


AT THE PALACE. 

At the Palace a number of portraits, known 
as the Royal Paintings, were shown to the 
visitors, ineluding a portrait of Queen Char- 
lotte, which was hung in Kensington Palace 
during the reign of Queen Victoria. 

The visitors were particularly .interested in 
the portrait of Primate Gregg, uncle of the 
present Archbishop of Dublin.

ROWING. IN IRELAND. 


EARLY DAYS OF “THE SPORT 


oa 


(By R. T. Cc. B.) 
Win another rowing season just open- 


ing, some notes on the history of the 
sport in Ireland may be interesting 
to oarsmen, Previous to the year 185, 
rowing, as an amateur pastime, was almost 
entirely unknown in thig country, and to the 
old Dublin University Rowing Club, known 
as the “Royal Blues,” must be given the 
lion’s share of credit in fostering the gn 
in its early days; and we find that the first 
rowing club having a habitation and a name 
was established at Ringsend in 1833, under 
the title of the Dublin Rowing Club. A 
club rarely progresses unless there is keen 
competition or generous rivalry, and the 
Dublin Rowing Club had to content itself 
with practice and matches amongst 11s 
members. | 
For some cause, a number of members 
seceded in 1836, and formed themselves into 
a separate body, called the Pembroke Rowing 


that took place between the parent club 
and its offshoot, but the latter had for a 
number of years the balance of defeat re- 
corded against them. Then the Pembroke 
Club produced a “four” that for several 
years swept everything before them where- 
ever they competed. This became known 
as the “Christian Era,’’ for, in 1838, the 
crew consisted of three brothers Christian— 
George, Robert, and Prowse, who, with 
Arthur Bushe, semor, made up this formid- 
able '“four.” The youngest of the brothers 
Christian, Prowse, was then a mere lad of 
sixteen, but an excellent oarsman. In the 
year mentioned the brothers, with W. Webb 
as stroke, made their first public appearance 
at Kingstown Regatta, and won the four 
oared race, while Prowse Christian and C, 
Banks won the pairs. In 1839 there was no 
regatta in Dublin Bay, but the Christians and 
Arthur Bushe, senior, won several races and 
matches over the course at Ringsend, now 
known as the Metropolitan, Prowse Christian 
and Bushe also carried away the pairs at 
Oughterard and Galway Bay, and then Prowse 
Christian and W. Webb formed a pair that 
had a long sequence of successes, 


FIRST RINGSEND REGATTA. 


In 1840 the Pembroke Rowing Club held 
a regatta at Ringsend, probably the first ever 
brought off there, and the “Rover” was 
specially built for the Christians, to be ‘used 
on the occasions, in those early days all row- 
ing boats having a name. Two of the 


rowed with a scratch crew, to make a race. 
in 1841, only the youngest brother put, in an 
appearance on the water, and in the chief 
contest in which the crew engaged they were 
heaten in the final by a Liverpool crew. 

In 1842 was formed the four which for 
years was almost invincible. It consisted of 
George Christian, W.~R. »Crosbie,. Prowse 
Christian, C. Bond (stroke) and W. Webb 
(cox). These won easily at Athlone and took 
the Cup at Kingstown. Then, joined by 4&. 
Christian and J. Baker, they won the six- 
oarded race, while R. Crosbie and P. Christ.an 
won the pairs. At that time the ‘‘Christian * 
era was looked on as unparalleled as regards 
successes of the fours and ‘pairs formed by 
the above-mentioned oarsmen. The following 
year they won the principal races at all the 
regattas near Dublin, and in the pairs P. 
Christiah and W. R. Crosbie conceded fifty 
yards’ start to all opponents and yet won ! 

” In 1844 the Christians intended to retire, 
hut on being twitted as being afraid to meet 
the Dublin Rowing Club's crews at Kings 
town they went_into training, bought a cast- 
off boat. called the ** Flirt’’ from their oppo- 
nents, and at the Regatta they beat the first 
crew of the Dublin Rowing Club, trained and 
steered by Goodman, a London waterman; 
the Tiverpool crew, trained and steered by 
Kipping, another London waterman ; a second 

R C. crew, a second crew of Pembroke, 
and the formidable crew of the Smiths from 
Athlone. 1846 was the last year in 
which the formidable four appeared in 

ublic, the three Christians and Crosbie 
Dein pitted against Dublin Rowing Club 
at Kingstown. They were leading easily when 
Crosbie fainted from cramp, and, of course, 
lost. Next day, with Bond in the boat, they 
offered to row any crew present for any stake, 
but the offer was se end the great 
yvartnership was dissolved, 
About this period the old Pembroke Club 
gave up its distinctive title and merged into 
the Dublin University Rowing Club, non- 
University men of both bodies being ad- 
mitted, With a number of “‘ associates.’ 
There was a lull in regattas in Irish waters 
from 1851 to 1858, but in 1851 a new crew 
was formed in the D.U.R.C., consisting of 
Messrs. H. McDonnell, A. Bushe (a nephew 
of the Christians), John and William Keogh, 
and at the Kingstown Regatta in that year 
this crew defeated the Dublin Rowing Club 
on two consecutive days, though the. Univer- 
sity Club rowed in a banked and streak-built 
boat by Searle and their opponents in an out- 
rigger.. In 1852 a crew was sent to the 
Queenstown Harbour Regatta, but it was 
beaten by a Cork crew known as the Ander- 
son crew, the University being second, a crew 
of officers (old Etonians), trained by Camp- 
bell, a London trainer, being third, in an out- 
tigger, and Dublin Rowing Club being last. 
The last-named crew consisted of Messrs 
Duff, Shaw, Rynd and Neville. 

In *862, the D.U.R.C. crew appeared at 
Kingstowa,-Cork Harbour, Dollymount and 
Kimgsend Regattas, and the following year 
were beatefl at Kingstown by the ‘‘Nemesis, 
of Manchester, a Cork crew being third. For 
some years a cloud hung over rowing affairs, 
but in 1358, watters brightened up, and the 
Glenbrook and Cork Harbour Clubs were 
establishéd in the South. At the Glenbroox 
liegatta there was a aly geines rise cffered, 
which Bushe’s crew (A. Bushe, E. Ca¥anagh, 
F. Moore and J. Keoghl carried off in 
a banked: boat, built by Teagan, of 
Ringsend, beating three Cork crews, two of

UConsider- 
able difficulty arose as to the boats, Uni- 
versity and Kingstown starting in gigs, 
passed by the Committee, while the Laftey 
men persisted in rowing in a style of boat 
so extended at the sides as to resemble an 
outrigger. This was disallowed, but the 
Liffey men rowed, finished first, and were 
disqualified. . 

In 1865, D.U.K.C. got the services of 
Tom Grant as tiainer, and a strong crew 
Was got together, consisting of Messrs. F. 
Patterson, UG. Atkins, R. O'B. Lane and 
George Farren, with E, Dillon or J. D. La 
Touche as cox. Their principal opponents 
this. year were Cork Harbour, consisting of 
Messrs. (. Drinan, H. D. Brookes, J. Byrne 
and R. Foley, with J. Drinan as cox. 

Their first meeting was at Kingstown, and 
there were repeated fouls at the turns, At 
the last buoy, when turning, a Cork sup- 
porter in a large boat laden with Southerners, 
actually held the University boat back, and 
Cork got the lead to win, despite protests. 
A few days later D.U-R.C. went to Cole- 
raine and beat City of Derry, Bann and 
selfast, and going on to Derry they beat 
the Derry men again. Then, inside five 
days, they appeared at Glenbrook and beat 
Cork Harbour, while a week later they weré 
in Belfast, and again defeated Cork Harbour, as 
well as two Belfast crews and one from Cole- 
raine. 


REGATTA AND SECESSION, 


In 1866 the D.U.R.C. ventured on a bold 
experiment by giving a public regatta, and 
they got a Sook deal of support, the Board 
of Imnity College giving ten guineas, while 
the members theaiiil ves contributed £95, and 
Sir Benjamin Lee Guinness. and the two 
county members of Parliament also sub 
scribed. The course was round a turning 
buoy at the Pigeon House, and Mersey won 


D.U.R.C, being last. In 1867 an event 
occurred in the D.U.R. Club that would have 
crippled any other club in Ireland for years. 
A secession took place of a very large number 
of members who formed the Dublin Univer- 
sity Boat Club. 

A momentous event occurred in 1869, when 
the Dublin Metropolitan Regatta was estab- 
lished by the University Boat Club—the new 
body. The rowing. club deelined to take an 
active part, but subscribed £25 towards it. 
The regatta was a great. succéss, and Cork 
Harbour carried off the first Metropolitan Cup 
of one hundred sovereigns, over a two and a 
half miles course. ‘Ihe second Metropolitan 
Regatta was also a success, and the Henley 
crew of the Boat Club won the Metropolitan 
Cup. In 1871 George Wakefield was trainer 
to the rowing club, and R. Labatt won the 
Senior Scullers’ Cup for the championship 
of the Clyde at the Scottish National 
Kegatta, but it almost seemed as if there 
would be no Metropolitan Regatta, as the 
boat club had declined to take it in hand 
for the third time. The Rowing Club then 
took it over, the members subscribing £50, 
and altogether £553 was collected, The 
Rowing Club won the Liffey Cup, but was 
beaten in the final of the Pembroke Cup 
(for eights—the first on Irish waters) by the 
Boat Club. At Glenbrook Labatt was beaten 
by G. H. Pentland for the seulling champion- 
ship of the Lee, but he won the senior sculls 
at the Boyne, beating Ivor McIvor. 

J, Coxton, of Surbiton, was the Rowing 
Club trainer in 1872, and the Metropolitan 
Regatta was under the management of the 
University Rowing Club. The Dodder Cup 
{for amateur oarsmen who had not attained 
their majority) was added this year, but 
Rowing Club were beaten in it by Neptune. 
The ON Club four—R. 8. Cochrane, G. 
Patterson, R. Labatt and J. H. Cathrew, 
with E. K. Byrne cox—were beaten in the 
final of the Metropolitan Cup by Boat Club, 
but won the Liffey Cup, and A. Houghton 
won the Junior Scullers’ Cup. 


ROWING CLUB WITHDRAWS 


_ The University Rowing Club had no share 
in the management of the Metropolitan Re- 
gatta of 1875. They had not only resigned, 
but had refused to have anything to do 
with the meeting, though they had the Chal. 
lenge Cups and £114 in hand. An equal 
representation of each club on the Commit. 
tee was demanded, and refused by a large 
majority of the members who were not be- 
longing to the U.R.C. The Boat Club and 
Neptune representatives then retired from 
the Committee, and an angry néwspaper 
war arose, resulting in the withdrawal of 
the Rowing Club from all participation in 
the organisation of the Regattas and hand- 
ing over the Cups and money to the new 
committee. Some important changes were 
made in the conditions of the Regatta.. The 
distance to be rowed for the Metropolitan 
and Liffey Cups was reduced to a straight 
course of. a-mile-and a guarter, the same 
length as at Henley, and the Pembroke 
contest was no longer rowed if heats. The 
first four of the Rowing Club won their 
heat against Cork Harbour in the Metro- 
Bag Cup, but were ultimately beaten 
iy the Kingstown crew, fresh from winning 
the Wyfold Cup, at Henley and. the Chester 
Cup on the Dee. 

{tt would require too much space to detail 
the doings of the rival ’Varsity clubs since 
that far-off period, and, though the Metro- 
olitan Regatta continued to be held success- 
ully for many years, it was found thut 
the roughness of the water during certain 
prevalent winds was a disadvantage at Rings. 
end. A Metropolitan Regatta Sub-Com- 
Liffey 
course between Islandbridge and Chapelizod 
had one drawback—an extremely sharp bend 
neatly opposite Chapelizod* Park gate, Until 
this obstacle was removed, it was admitted 
that the coufse would not be suitable for 
racing. A few years later Mr, W. G. 
Towers, who, in the ‘seventies, helped the 
Boat Club to secure many. valuable prizes, 
gouceived the idea that he would endeavour 
to carry out a scheme for temdving the 
obstruction. The idea did’ at commend 
itself to many of the oldest oarsmen 
associated with Ringsend, but Mr. ' Towers 
set about the work, and his ideas were not 
only agreeable to the Boat Clab, but to tha 
majority of those who graduated in ‘Trinity, 
arid he spéedily had the means to enable him 
to commence the work of erecting suitable 
remises, which were completed in 1898."

for international Schneider Trophy contests, 
were forshadowed by Wing-Commander 

Orlebar during his lecture last week to. the 

Royal United Service Institution.  Wing- 

Commander Orlebar, who, in 1929 and again 

last year, was the captain of the High Speed 

Flight, was insistent on the value of the work 

done in producing the machines. which. have 

set the world’s speed ‘‘record”’ at the astonish- 
ing figure of 407; miles an hour. . He ‘con- 
tended that the lessons learned were at least 
as valuable as the information gleaned from 
such activities as Polar Expeditions and 
mountain climbing. not dis 
proportionate; a single recent Polar Expedi- 
tion had cost two and a half timés as much 
as the estimated cost of competing in the 

1931 Schneider contest. i 
Contrary to general lay. belief, “Wing- 

Commander Orlebar stated that handling of 
the racing ‘planes in the air was simple 
and straightforward, The pilot had an im- 
pression of complete control of power that 
was most stimulating; when properly rigged, 
the 1931 racers could actually be flown level 
at a speed of 330 miles an hour with hands 
and feet off the controls. The difficulties of 
control were entirely associated with “ land- 
ing ” and take-off. 

‘He pointed out that when one of the 
racers began to accelerate for the take-off 
the pilot could see nothing because of the 
had of spray, and the slipstream. from the 
airscrew swung tha machine uncontrollably 
to the left until it reached a speed, sufficient 
for the rudder to become operative. in 
‘‘landing”’ the craft must be fipwn in at 
about 160 m.p.h.; on ‘touching the water 
deceleration was ee rapid, and the 
pilot’s shoulders must be braced well back 
to avoid his being jerked on to the wind- 
screen and breaking his goggies.\+ | 

Wing-Commander Criebar added that four 
years of steady British -preparation for 
Schneider contests had seen. ‘gmaximun 
speed raised from 280 to 400 mmp-h, Much 
could still be learned by continuing this high 
speed research. He thought it by. no means 
unlikely that velocities of the order of 400 
miles an hour might te attained'imtthe future 
by aeroplanes which could carry a“ useful load 
over fairly long distances. ” 


CHECKING FOREST FIRES. 


More than 70,000 miles of flying in the 
course of one of the most exacting .tasks 
imposed on any aeroplane pilot have won for 
George Phillips, senior pilot to the Eastern 
Operating Division of the Ontario Provincial 
Air Service, the McKee Trophy for 1951. 
Like the Britannia Trophy in England, this 


award goes every year to the pilot; who is 


| considered to have done the most meritorious 


work for aviation. It is not necessarily given 
for any spectacular effort, but for consistent 
good work The Ontario Provincial Ait: Ser- 
vice, entrusted with the responsibility of 
checking the fire danger in the great forests, 
may fairly claim to do work that is not sur- 
passed in usefulness by the activities of any 
other aerial organisation. 

Durirg the dangerous months from May 
to October, when the summer heat and the 
carelessness of prospectors and tourists com- 
bine to increase the hazard of fire, the air 
patrol men are on the job continuously for 
ten and twelve hours a.day. Each is allotted 
n. “Leat,” above which he flies ceaselessly 
in a light seaplane, ever on the watch for 
signs of a new conflagration saill the trees 
below. At the first hint oí danger he 
summons bigger ‘‘suppression”’’ ‘planes, 
which carry fire-fighting equipment to the 
scene of action. Frequently the warning is 
given so quickly that the checking of the 
outtrenk is ' simple, and every year the ‘air 
patrols save fiillions of dollars” worth of 
timber from destruction. During the summer 
the work is strenuous, indeed; at the end of 
the long day's flying the pilot mmst see that 
his machine is ready for the next morning, 
and any adjustments and routine inspection 
must be done before he leaves the job, 

George Phillips is a king among these men. 
In 1931 he flew altogether for 770 hours 50 
minutes, of which no fewer than 7454 hours 
were done on ‘‘ Moth” seaplanes, and 641 
hours—equivalent to nearly 60, miles—on 
his own particular ‘“‘Gipsy Moth,” bearing 
the registration markings G-CAPC. 

This craft was delivered last April, and by 
the end of the year had piled up a mileage 
that few motor cars reach in three years of 
steady running. During the height of the 
spotmer Phillips was spending more than 200 
hours in the air every month. Apart from 
his fire patrol work, he made. many special 
flights, especially noteworthy being a journey 
made one night with a doctor in the pas- 
senger's cockpit to a summer camp on Lake 
Superior. Phillips took off at 9.30 p.m., flew 
to the camp after the sun had set, descendin 
in a sheltered bay on the lake, and return 
to his headquarters by midnight, making a 


perfect descent in the light of the acetylene 
plant which is located opposite the air service 
base.

T HE fierce fighting between Moslems and Hindus in Bombay has 


reached alarming proportions. In three days sixty-four persons 
have been killed, and of the injured, which number more than 650, 
over hfty are ina critical condition. 


So serious did the outbreak become—when over 
forty were killed and some 250 injured—that, at an 
hour s notice, the 2nd Battalion of the “ Green 
Howards ~. were rushed in special train from Poona to 
Bombay. An Indian regiment is standing by, pre- 
pared for an immediate move. 


FEROCITY INCREASING, 


Armoured cars had already left for the scene of the rioting, and 
are now patrolling the affected areas; but still more are on their way 
from Poona. 


As darkness fell on the city this evening the fires of communal 
warfare broke out more fiercely than ever. 


\Vhole districts are in a state of siege, and vigorous battles are 
in progress, in which all sorts of miscellaneous weapons, including 
stones, mineral water bottles, sticks, iron rods and knives, are being 
freely used. 


BLAZING STREETS. 


The Girgaum road, in the Hindu district, is strewn with the contents ' 
of eutted Moslem shops, and huge bonfires, whose flames cast a lurid light 
against the dark shadows, are i from one end of the street to the 
other. 

The harassed police force is striving vainly to cope with the fanatical 
looters, but its numbers are insufhcient, and the men are worn and weary 
with their long vigil. 


Not content with looting, the rioters are repeatedly attempting to set 
fre to houses in the border area with sacks soaked in kerosene. 


GOVERNOR’S HASTY RETURN. 


[he gravity of the situation brought the Governor, Sir Frederick Sykes, 
post haste from the hill station Mahabaleschwar, whither he had gone only 
on Saturday. He drove to Poona in a fast car, where he was picked up 
by the speediest aeroplane in the Bombay Flying Club's fleet, arriving in 
Bombay in time to preside over an emergency conference on the 
communal trouble. 

Even in the tragic events of to-day a touch of comedy was provided 
by a party of suspiciously over-corpulent Moslems, who, while waddling 
past a police picket, were noticed to drop a length of silk. On being 
searched their mammoth bodies gradually me leaner and leáner, as 
yard after yard of looted valuable silks and gold and silver embroideries 
were uriwound from under their ample shirts. 


There are few indications of anything abnormal in the Fort area and 
in other parts mostly frequented by Europeans,

State Civil Service over the present 
Government's Budget proposal to lop a 
quarter of a million pounds off their 
salaries was strongly expressed yesterday 
by Mr. A. Mack. Kelly, ex-president of 
t Civil Service Federation, addressing 
the meeting of the Postmasters’ Associa- 
tion in Dublin. 

Mr. Kelly said that it was unfortunate 
that since the present Government had 
come into power it had “ soft-pedalled '' 
on the ameliorative measures it had pro- 
mised to civil servants. 

They had got an unequivocal . pledge 
from both Fianna Fail and Labour that 
an inquiry would be instituted into the 
question of cost-of-living bonus for public 
servants. ‘‘ The latest declaration from 
the Government,” said Mr. Kelly, “is 
that a committee under Senator Johnson 
is to be set up to inquire into the compu- 
tation of the cost of living figure. That 
does not go hali-way towards the fulfil- 
ment of the pledge which civil servants re- 
ceived from these two parties. If the 
mere computation of the figure needed in- 
vestigation, surely the question of the 
application of the figure to civil servants’ 
salaries needed much closer investigation.”’ 


CREATING PRECEDENT. 


“We protest strongly,’’ said Mr. Kelly, 
‘that the Government are doing nothing 
to fulfil the pledges which they gave us.” 

vil servants, he continued, violently 
objected to the method by which Mr, 
MacEntee introduced the whole question 
in his Budget speech. “ I shall have to 
call upon the persons in public. employ- 
ment to help me balance the Budget,’' he 
had said, and went on to say that he had 
devised a scheme whereby he would take 
£250,000 out of the pockets of civil ser- 
vanta. 

He (Mr. Kelly) wanted them to con- 
sider what that meant. If the Minister 
had said, “I propose to call upon the 
butchers, grocers’ or the bank clerks to 
make a special contribution to the Ex- 
chequer,”’ could they imagine the howl 
that would be set up by those bodies; 
but because it applied to civil servants, 
a particularly defenceless and maligned 
section of the community, it had passed 
without comment. 

The Minister, he said, had set a pre 
cedent whereby future Ministers would 
balance their Budgets merely by dipping 
into civil servants’ pockets. 


MR. MACENTEE’S FALLACIES 


If the Minister had decided after an 
investigation that the rates of pay of civil 
servants were too high, h- would have 
heen justified. “ But,” said Mr. Kelly, 
“the man was only six or eight weeks 
in office, and during that time he scarcely 
left his table, where he was concerned 
with the whole of the Budget framework, 
and there was no suggestion § in 
his Budget statement that he had made- 
any inquiry whatever. Mr. MacEntee 
knew nothing of the pay of officials in 
the public service, except from what he 
knew in Opposition, and what he knew 


j‘in Opposition had to be judged by. the 


statements he now made regarding the 
fallacies which permeated his mind when 
in Opposition. 

He had admitted that he was hopelessly 
wrotig in Opposition because, when the 
sixpence increase in income tax was intro- 
duced last year by his predecessor, Mr.

do Georges Philippar, a brand-new 
motor vessel of 21,000 tons—the jewel 
of the Messageries Maritimes fleet—is now 
a blazing hulk twenty miles north of Cape 
Guardafui,.in the Indian Ocean. 

Large numbers of her six hundred or 
more passengers, besides officers and crew, 
have been picked up from boats and rafts 
by ships rushing to their aid; but it is 
feared that there has been a heavy loss of 
life. Death from burns has supervened in 
several cases even among those rescued. 

Only meagre details of the accident are 
as yet available. 


SPREAD RAPIDLY. 


The Georges Philippar was returning 
from Yokohama to Marseilles with a full 
complement, when ia the early hours of 
this morning fire broke out amidships and 
spread with alarming rapidity. 

The first 8.0.8. was picked up et 5.54 
a.m. (local time), and soon after came the 
order to take to the boats. It is believed 
that the flames prevented the proper use 
of the lifeboats. 

The call for aid met with an immediate 
response from vessels in the vicinity, 
which, happily, is at the point of con- 
vergence of sea traffic from the Far East 
and from the east coast of Africa. 

Two Liverpool steamers, the Mahsuad 
(7,600 tons) from Calcutta, and the Con- 
tractor, a cargo boat, bound from the 
same port, were near at hand, as was also 
the Soviet tanker, Sovietskaia. The 
British liners, Kaiser-i-Hind and Otranto 
were also near enough to spurt to the 
work of rescue 


CAPTAIN SAVED. 


The Mahsud has rescued 134 persons, 
the Contractor 129, and the Sovietskaia 1s 
reported to have over 400 survivors, in- 
cluding the captain, but owing to lan- 
guage difficulties it has not been possible 
to communicate freely from here with the 
Russian tanker, so these figures may not 
be accurate. 

Although the number of the crew has 
not been stated it could not have been 
less than 500 men. 

A wireless message from the skipper 
of the Mahsud says that he has buried at 
sea the corpses of some young French 
girls. 

The Japanese liner Hakone Maru, also 
summoned by the Philippar’s 8.0.S., re- 
ports passing an empty lifeboat. This 
usnally spells tragedy. 

The master of the Contractor reports 
by wireless that a lady passenger of the 
Georges Philippar has died of her burns, 
and has been buried at sea. He gives 
the name as Miss de Rogers, which would 
seem to indicate that she may be of 
British nationality.

Times prints an article on, the 
future of Manchuria, based upon an 
account published in Japan by Major 
Hanaya, ‘formerly attached to the 
Political Section of the General Staff in 
Manchuria and now a member of the 
General Staff in Tokyo.

According to this account, the colonisation 
of Mencherta by Japanese and its ad- 
ministration under Japanese supervision 
are being deliberately planned by ie 
Japanese Army in Manchuria.

They 
are imbued with a passion for 
the old ideals of Japan—a Spartan 
simplicity and unconditional devotion to 
the interests of the nation as their chosen 
leaders see them. Their tendency is away 
from.. democratic, ideas, . from... over- 
industrialisation, and from Western 
standards and modes of living. 
desire the reorganisation of society round 
the person of the Emperor, with the Army 
dominant. They have a vision of a self- 
sufficient Japan exercising a virtual pro- 
tectorate over neighbouring parts of the 
Asiatic mainland; and the vision is 
supplemented by detailed and elaborate 
plans for making it effective. 

But the Japanese plan, adds The 
Times, is undoubtedly intended to provide 
Manchuria with an efficient Government, 
and an honest financial administration of 
a sort which it has not had for many 
vears—perhaps, indeed, never before. And 
it would probably be erroneous to suppose 
that the scheme is a deliberate attempt 
to annex Manchuria. It, may be intended 
precisely to avert the necessity for annexa- 
tion. The future of Manchuria may 
painted in rosy colours by the pioneers 
of Japaneke penetration. but its present 
is full of difficulty and danger.

HEN the bill was going through its 

second reading a fortnight ago, Mr. 
Davin showed his anxiety regarding Sec- 
tions 2 and 3. of the bill, and asked Pre 
sident de Valera, in view ef his statement 
during the debate that the Oath was not 
required by the Treaty : 

“Toes he (President de Valera) 
still consider it essential to retain 
Sections 2 and 3 in the bill, and, uf 
the bill should secure a majority on 
the second reading stage, will he give 
the House an assurance that any pro- 
posal for the removal of the sections 
referred to will not be made an issue 
of confidence on Committee or subse- 
quent stages ?’’ 


“STAND OR FALL.” 


President de Valera’s reply to this was 
as follows :— 

“ Clause 2, removing the Oath sec- 
tion. was considered carefully, and 
we came to the conclusion that it 
should go. It was not because we 
were afraid of the country or any- 
thing of that kind. . . We have con- 
sidered this bill with extreme care. 
We will take it as Government policy, 
and we stand or fall. by it. If the 
House are not going to support us in 
it, they can get the alternative.” 

Section 2 of the bill referred to pro- 
poses to repeal the second section of the 
Irish Free State (Saorstat Fireann) Act, 
1922. That section is held by all authori- 
ties to be the one which gives to the Treaty 


its validity and makes it part of the 
municipal law. If it is repealed, the con- 
sequences would be that the Treaty would 
cease to be operative so far as the Free 
Staté is concerned. That such an enact- 
ment would mean a breach of the Treaty 
seems to be clear, and that it is so re- 
garded by. the British Government is ex- 
plicitly stated in the recent pronounce- 
ment by Mr. J. H. Thomas, Secretary of 
State for Dominions Affairs, in the House 
of Commons. 


MR. DAVIN’S RELUCTANCE, 


Mr. Davin, in his speech on Sunday, de- 
scribed the repeal of Section 2 of the 1922 
Act as ‘‘ unnecessary and undesirable,”’ 
adding : 

‘As a pledge-bound supporter of 
the Treaty, I am very reluctant to 
give such power to the leader of a 
Government and a party who only re- 
cently stated that he was working the 
‘Treaty for the time being, and who 
has also repeatedly stated that the 
ultimate aim of his party was to 
sinash the Treatr.’’ 

In view of possible developments in 
Thursday's debate, it may be recalled that 
the figures in the division on the second 
reading were: 77 for and 71 against. Two 
deputies were absent, one from each side 
of the House. If these had been present, 
the figures would have been 78 and 72.

LORD EBURY. 


Lord Ebury died yesterday in a London 
nursing home as the result of an accident 
while hunting with the Pytchley Hounds last 
March, when he was thrown from his horse 
and broke his leg. 

Lord Ebury, mó was 48 years of age, was 
for several years a chemist and mining 
engineer in Canada. In November, 1914, he 
joined the 2nd Vancouver Battalion of the 
Donation Expeditionary Force, and he had a 
distinguished war record. He was mentioned 
in déspatches four times, and was wounded. 
He was awarded the D.8.0. with bar, the 
M iss with bar, and the Croix de Guerre with 
palm. 

After the war Lord Ebury was known as 
‘the shopkeeping peer,’’ because he became 
Chairman of the Army and ag Co-opera- 
tive Society. Later he became President of 
the London Employers’ Association. In his 
early days he had worked. as a-Jabourer and 
pitman in mines in the Isle of Man. 

When he was ‘only nineteen he married 
Miss Mary Adela Glasson. He succéeded his 
brother in 1921. 

Lord Ebury is succeeded by his elder son, 
the Hon. Robert Egerton Grosyenor, who was 
born in 1914. His daughter, Miss ‘‘ Betty ”’ 
Grosvenor, last year married Viscount Har- 
court, the son of Mr, “' Lulu " Harcourt, and 
grandson of Sir William Harcourt, 


THE EARL OF EGMONT. 


The Earl of Egmont, of Avon Castle, Ring- 
wood, Hampshire, died in hospital at 
Southampton yesterday from head and in- 
ternal injuries received in a motor accident. 

Three years ago to-day Frederick Joseph 
Trevelyan Perceval, after an absence of some 
thirty years, arrived in England from his 
Canadian ranch to become one of the most 
picturesque figures in the whole of Debrett— 
the tenth Earl of Egmont. He succeeded his 
cousin. 

The Earl, a rugged, genial man, who was 
55 years of age, had left Birmingham, his 
native ‘town, for Canada when he was only 
eight years old. Hard experience and harder 
work ended in his ming a rancher. As 
Mr. Fred Perceval he lived at Preddis, 
Alberta, for some years. His wife died when 
her son, the new Earl, was but an infant, and 
father and son had. been inseparable com- 
panions ever since. The Earl, to use his own 
words, “had been out with a bunch of 
cattle,” and had just returned when first told 
that he had succeeded his cousin.

Keogh, T.D., Deputy Lord Mayor, 
officiaily welcomed a visiting party of the 
Garden Cities and Town Planning Associa- 
tion of England to Dublin at a ceremony in 
the City Hall yesterday morning. 

In an address to the visitors, Dr. Myles 
Keogh referred to the legislative and other 
developments in housing and town planning 
m nad areata the City of Dublin since the 
last visit of members of the Association in 
1928. The authorities of the City and 
Coastal Boroughs, he said, were now in a 
positian to act jointly in matters of town 
lanning, administrative control being in the 
ah of the City Manager and the Borough 
Manager varynassies yet Lo while the elected 
Councils performed their functions as set out 
in the Local Government (Dublin) Act, 1950, 
and were also associated with questions of 


public policy. 


TOWN PLANNING BILL. 

Dr. Myles Keogh also said that the 
Government had been giving attention to the 
drafting of a Town and Region Planning 
Bill for the whole of the Free State, and 
there was a hope that the bill would be com- 
prehensive in its provisions, and in advance 
of legislation elsewhere. It would provide 
for the safeguarding of the amenities of the 
countryside and also for the control by civic 
authorities of design and materials to be 
used in street frontages. 

During the past fifteen years many street 
frontages in Dublin had been re-built on 
modern lines, but, unfortunately, without 
control of design. An act of 1916 by the 
British Legislature inaugurated control of 
design in O’Connell street, and this was ex- 
tended by the Dail in 1924 to the whole 
street. In engineering work of a Civic 
character, Dublin’s latest achievement was 
the Butt Bridge and the construction of four 
new filter beds at the Roundwood Reservoir. 


MUNICIPAL HCUSING. 

Since the previous visit of members of the 
Association, in 1928, the Dublin Corporation 
had accomplished much in tbe realm of 
municipal housing, but, in spite of all that 
had been done, and was being done, bad 
housing still remained. Apart from the 
schemes in the added areas recently taken 
into the city, extensive housing estates in 
Cabra, Donnycarney and Marrowbone lane 
had been developed, and the number of 
families accommodated had increased from 
4,900 to 7,000, and the capital expendh- 
ture involved had reached approximately 
£4.500,000. 

The public health developments of recent 
years were also referred to by Dr. Myles 
Keogh, and he indicated the extension of 
child welfare work and the introduction of 
a scheme for school medical services as 
evidences of progress. The providing of 
school meals had also been considerably 
developed, he said, and now cost over £10,000 


annually.

AN INNOVATION, 


An important innovation in public health 
administration, continued the speaker, was 
now being considered by the Government. 
This would provide for the establishment of 
a tuberculosis preventorium for the reception 
of children, not necessarily suffering from 
tuberenlosis, but living under such bain 
conditions and in contact with persons suffer- 
ing from the. disease. It was proposed to 
convert the Clonskeagh Hos ital into such 
an institution. This hospital had become the 
property of the Corporation following the 
extension of the city | measg séis and was at 
resent in use as a hospital for dealing with 
infectious diseases other than tuberculosis. 

Dr. McFaddyean, on behalf of the visitors, 
thanked the Deputy Lord Mayor and the 
members of the Corporation for their wel- 
come, and said that his Association was 
pleased to note the progress made in Dublin 
m regard to housing.

CORONER ON PIONEERS.

It may appear that gliding is a silly game, 
but there must be pioneers in everything, 
said the Morecambe Coroner yesterday at the 
inquest on Alan Worden Graham, of South 
Drive, Broughton, Preston, who was killed 
while gliding on the Middleton sands, near 
Morecambe, on Sunday. Gliding, the 
Coroner added, is engaged in to encourage 
the mastery of the aeroplane, and such men 
as Graham have helped to make England 
what she is. Gliding is not guite a fool’s 
pursuit, There is no question that this 
man’s death was the result of an accident, or 
of an error of judgment. 

It was stated in evidence that Graham 
was in the Royal Air Force from 1917 to 
1923, and was an experienced airman and 
mechanic. The glider was towed out on to 
the sands by a motor car, and it had risen 
to a height of 150 feet, when it lost speed 
and crashed. 

Leonard Ernest ‘allah, secretary and 
instructor of the Preston Gliding Club, said 
that in normal circumstances Graham would 
have had plenty of time to recover from the 
stall, but in his opinion he pulled the control 
stick too far back and had not time to re- 
cover. The witness added that he had 
deliberately stalled machines himself and had 
recovered. .

_. THINNING SEEDLINGS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weedly 
Trish _ Temes, the Garden Cortespondent 
says: 

Fron. now hence, taking advantage of 
showery weather, prevailing as we write, 
the necessary evil of thinning must go 
on until the fittest that survive have fair 
room to develop, be it flowers or vege- 
tables— hat is, where wanted with the 
latter. Our immediate consideration is 
colonier of hardy annuals in the flower 
border, which, early. sown, can now; or 
shortly, come into operation. In some 
eases thinning and transplanting go 
hand in hand. Such as the Nigellas, 
Blue Cornflower and Candytufts trans- 
plaat readily, albeit never quite the same 
ns those that remain undisturbed. But 
it is a matter in which it is wise to 
liasten slowly, as with disbudding, to be 
repeated until plants left have room to 
become what nature intended, which, 
alas, they rarely get; for with ‘annuals, 
particularly, we sin sadly, although the 
sins of the sower are, possibly, greater.
